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The B-26 was developed during World Yar II as a 
low-level attack bomber. It compa-:es favorably in terms 
of bomb load and combat radius wita the IL-28, The B-26 
is a piston-engine aircraft, howev2r, and it cannot 
operate at either the altitude or speed of the twin-jet 
Soviet bomber.
